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WORLD  WAR  II  MILITARY  CURRENCY 
By  Carlton  "Fred"  Schwan 


Until  shortly  after  World  War  1 1 U.S.  military  personnel  abroad  were  paid 
in  the  currency  of  the  country  in  which  they  were  staioned  or  in  an  appropriate 
military  currency.  They  were  then  allowed  to  convert  these  currencies  into  U.S. 
dollars.  After  a short  time  the  services  accumulated  these  currencies  in  excess 
of  pay  requirements.  In  order  to  combat  this  situation  as  well  as  protect  U.S. 
servicemen  and  the  allied  governments  involved  the  MPC  system  was  developed. 

In  areas  where  MPC  was  used  U.S.  government  civilian  employees  and  citizens 
working  for  U.S.  firms  in  the  country  were  paid  in  MPC  and  prohibited  from 
holding  U.S.  currency  or  other  dollar  instruments.  If  one  of  these  people  desired 
to  purchase  something  on  the  local  economy  the  MPC  was  converted  to  the  local 
currency  because  the  local  population  was  prohibited  from  holding  MPC  by  their 
own  laws.  Of  course  the  MPC  holders  are  also  prohibited  from  transfering  it  to 
the  local  citizen. 

After  a period  of  time  MPC  would  find  its  way  into  the  local  economy  via 
the  black  market  and  other  illicit  means. This"leakage"  then  necesitated  a conver- 
sion of  the  MPC.  In  a conversion  the  current  series  of  MPC  is  exchanged  for  a new 
series  on  very  short  notice  and  under  strictly  controlled  conditions.  After  the  con- 
version the  outgoing  series  was  totally  worthless. 

MPC  has  been  issued  in  thirteen  series  since  its  inception  on  September  16, 
1946.  It  was  then  used  continuously  until  November  13,  1973  when  it  was  phased 
out  in  Korea.  MPC  was  used  in  at  least  twenty-one  countries  with  a few  others 
probable. 

The  collecting  of  MPC  has  grown  tremendously  in  the  past  few  years.  It  is  now 
well  recognized  as  part  and  parcel  of  U.S.  paper  money  collecting.  The  illustrated 
note  is  one  of  the  keys  to  a complete  set  of  MPC.  It  is  a series  541  $5  certificate 
used  in  Europe  and  Asia  from  May  27,  1958  through  May  26,  1961.

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  President  Ralph  Werve  at  4:15  on  the  27th  of  August, 
1976  at  the  A.N.A.  Convention  in  New  York  City. 

President  Werve  introduced  Dr.  Aspen  who  was  to  chair  the  meeting  for  this  season. 

Dr.  Aspen  called  on  Rev.  Frank  Hutchins  to  offer  an  opening  prayer. 

Dr.  Aspen  then  introduced  the  honored  guests,  calling  special  attention  to  John  Pitman, 
present  Board  Member  and  former  A.N.A.  President. 

Opening  remarks  were  on  the  agenda  and  were  regarding  the  Syngraphic  Liaison  Group  which 
had  its  first  meeting  on  the  25th  of  August,  1976.  The  next  meetinq  will  be  at  the  1977 
A.N.A.  meeting  in  Atlanta,  Georgia  where  P.M.C.M.  will  chair  the  program.  Varied  com- 
ments regarding  this  group  were  made  and  all  are  aware  of  its  need  and  potential  value. 

Dr.  Aspen  next  discussed  grading,  giving  some  of  his  views  and  asking  for  remarks  and  feel- 
ings of  the  membership.  Response  was  obtained  from  Mike,  Crabb,  Steve  Taylor,  Rev.  Hut- 
chins, John  Morris,  Ed  Meister  and  Dick  Alexander  and  a wrap-up  by  Chuck  O’Donnell. 

Mike  Crabb  discussed  the  up-coming  Paper  Money  Show  in  Memphis,  Tennessee  the  first 
week  of  June,  1977. 

The  next  discussion  was  that  of  the  $2.00  bill  and  the  Chairman  urged  that  all  members 
obtain  and  use  these  bills  in  their  daily  activities.  He  also  stressed  the  importance  of  in- 
sisting that  the  bank  tellers  offer  them  and  that  the  recipients  adjust  to  their  usage. 

The  Chairman  next  discussed  the  Gilbert  Paper  Company  contract  of  the  1950’s  which  did 
indeed  produce  a paper  identical  to  the  Crane  paper.  The  paper  was  later  used  in  a small 
series  of  $1.00  Federal  Reserve  notes  of  the  series  of  1963  with  a Granahan-Dillon  signature. 
These  notes  ranged  from  60840000  through  61640000  from  the  third  District  of  the  Feder- 
al Reserve  System. 

Chuck  O’Donnell  next  invited  all  to  the  meeting  of  The  Currency  Club  of  Chester  County 
at  1:00  P.M.  on  the  28th  of  August,  1976  which  will  be  the  first  annual  meeting  as  a tri- 
bute to  William  P.  Donlon  and  featuring  James  Conlon  as  its  speaker. 

The  meeting  was  then  turned  over  to  President  Werve  who  offerred  his  suggestions  on  the 
Syngraphic  Liaison  Group  and  thoughts  on  the  grading  of  paper  money. 

He  then  presented  to  President  Chuck  O’Donnell  an  achievement  award  which  was  given 
to  The  Currency  Club  of  Chester  County.  This  is  the  first  award  for  one  of  the  P.M.C.M. 
satellite  clubs. 

It  is  hoped  that  all  areas  will  organize  their  paper  money  clubs  such  as  The  Currency  Club 
of  Chester  County  and  The  Currency  Club  of  New  England  have  done  and  that  these  will 
consider  the  P.M.C.M.  their  mother  club  and  utilize  it  as  the  organ  of  communication  and 
utilize  its  magazine  for  publishing  of  its  articles,  announcements,  etc. 

The  President  then  discussed  the  format  of  the  new  Ragpicker  as  well  as  the  problem  with 
obtaining  a tax  free  number  for  the  postal  service. 

He  stated  once  more  that  the  Syngraphic  Liaison  Group  included  S.P.M.C.,  P.M.C.M.; 

Latin  America  Society;  International  Bank  Notes  Society;  World  Paper  Collectors  Club; 
Canadian  Paper  Collectors  Society;  Check  Writers  Round  TAble  and  Assay  Proof 
Society. 

At  the  present  time  it  will  require  an  amendment  to  the  constitution  to  allow  other  than 
national  clubs  to  become  members. 

Either  the  splinter  clubs  can  join  the  Liaison  Group  on  their  own  when  the  By-Laws  are 
changed,  or  continue  as  members  of  a group  from  the  P.M.C.M.  organization. 

President  Werve  reminded  the  membership  that  dues  were  $6.00  and  that  many  people 
were  using  the  old  dues  schedule  and  others  were  delinquent. 

The  President  circulated  a questionnaire  regarding  the  Ragpicker  and  asked  that  all  mem- 
bers would  complete  it  and  return  it  as  soon  as  possible. 

The  President  also  reminded  the  membership  that  the  nominations  for  officers  in  Nov- 
ember, 1977  should  be  given  immediate  consideration. 

A discussion  was  then  carried  out  regarding  the  progression  of  numbers  on  bills,  It  has 
occurred  on  numerous  occasions  that  persons  will  obtain  four  or  five  bills  with  the 
numbers  being  1000  digits  apart.  The  obvious  explanation  was  with  sorting  machines. 
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This,  however,  has  not  taken  into  consideration  when  the  situation  occurs  with  circu- 
lated bills. 

The  meeting  was  adjourned  at  5:30  p.m.  with  members  reminded  to  boost  the  mem- 
bership and  forward  interesting  articles  to  the  “Ragpicker”.

THE  STANDARD  HANDBOOK - AN  ACKNOWLEDGEMENT,  PART  1 

One  could  easily  spend  several  pages  just  in  giving  credit  to  the  man  who  has 
increasingly  done  so  much  to  advance  this  hobby  of  ours.  His  accomplishments  speak 
for  themselves,  and  he  doesn’t  rest  on  his  past  laurels.  He  has  been  in  and  around  the 
paper  money  scene  exclusively  for  16  years  and,  fortunately  for  us,  he  hasn’t  shown  signs 
of  slowing  down.  As  a cataloger,  club  lecturer,  columnist,  researcher,  traveler,  dilligent 
liaison  visitor  to  the  folks  at  the  Bureau  of  Engraving  and  Printing,  primary  campaigner 
(not  to  forget  Margo  Russell)  for  the  issuance  last  spring  of  the  Bicentennial  $2.00  Note; 
and,  in  sort,  just  a Helpful  Collector  himself,  his  name  you  know  by  now,  CHARLES 
“Chuck”  O’DONNELL,  of  Williamstown,  N.J.  But  I’m  going  to  limit  my  own  words  - 
because  in  the  next  issue,  I’ll  put  together  some  excerpts  and  various  quotations  that 
others  have  said  about  Chuck’s  output,  especially  those  who’ve  been  in  this  field  even 
longer  than  Chuck  has. 

Let’s  focus  briefly  on  the  Standard  Handbook  of  Modern  U.S.  Paper  Money, 
which  is  now  available  in  it’s  Fifth  Edition.  In  it’s  early  and  much  more  modest  edi- 
tions, it  was  co-authored  by  Goodman-Sch wartz-O’Donnell  (GSO  Booklet).  The 
fourth  and  fifth  editions  were  limited-printed,  non-profit  (an  understatement!) 
large-scale  volumes  compiled  and  distributed  solely  by  Chuck.  The  book’s  strong 
points  are  (a)  more  accurate  quantity  printed  data  than  that  ever  published  elsewhere, 

(b)  reveals  previously  unknown  rarities  and  block  combinations,  (c)  charts  of  all 
small  size  denominations  with  estimated  value  range  for  every  known  block  with  a 
unique  reader-contributed  feature  showing  Observed  High/Low  serial  numbers  in  ear- 
lier notes,  (d)  three  specialty  sections  authored  by  Fred  Schwan,  Pete  Huntoon,  and 
Harry  Jones,  (e)  abundant  background  and  introductory  sections,  with  clear  photo- 
graphs throughout,  (f)  texts  of  significant  Treasury  Dept.  Press  Releases. 

What  should  be  stressed  here,  in  my  opinion,  is  the  accuracny  of  the  Quantity 
Printed  figures.  I’m  not  talking  about  minor  corrections  or  adjustments  to  data  that 
had  been  routinely  published  for  years  elsewhere.  I mean  very  drastic  and  surpris- 
ingly revised  figures  - capped  off  by  dealers  scrambling  to  revamp  their  price  lists  for 
certain  notes  in  the  1928  through  1934  D series.  WHY  had  the  standard  BEP  figures 
been  so  completely  off  mark  ? WHY  has  other  catalogers  and  publishers  accepted  the 
"official’’  BEP  figures  without  question  for  so  long?  Even  now,  why  are  a few  (not 
all)  popular  guidebook  publishers  so  slow  to  drop  - or  else  rejustify  - the  outdated 
information?  Perhaps  someone  can  supply  the  answers. 

If  you  have  a copy  of  O’Donnell’s  volume,  please  read  the  first  paragraph  of  his 
PREFACE.  In  there,  he  gives  an  insight  into  his  personal  endeavors  for  accurate  numbers 
in  the  $10.00  and  higher  notes.  Most  important,  please  read  EVERY  SENTENCE  of 
that  paragraph  BEFORE  you  try  to  interpret  or  draw  your  own  conclusions  about 
ANY  serial  number  ranges  you’ll  see  back  in  the  main  charts.  The  confusion  factor  that 
we  are  stuck  with  was  created  by  a BEP  practice  for  various  periods  back  in  the  Thirties 
and  Forties.  They  had  several  different  Series  being  run  concurrently  and  intermingled 
when  sent  to  Third  Printing  (serial  numbering).  The  overlap  in  series  obviously  can  be 
misleading. 

When  Chuck  started  his  research,  he  based  it  on  the  actual  BEP  PLATE  RECORD 
CARD  where  daily  entries  were  made  by  the  pressman  as  to  how  many  sheets  were 
printed.  Multiply  by  12  (or  the  number  of  notes  to  the  sheet  at  various  times)  and  we 
get  an  accurate  total  printed.  THIS  DOES  NOT  mean  that  all  of  them  got  issued  - 
absolutely  no  way  do  we  know  that  final  Delivered  percentage  less  than  100%  except 
that  we  do  know  which  series  were  printed  and  were  NEVER  released,  e.g.  1928A 
$10.00  Gold  Cert,  or  the  1953C  $5.00  Silver  Cert. 

In  addition  to  his  own  research,  Chuck  drew  upon  no  less  than  87  other  reference 
works  listed  in  his  Bibliography!  Small  wonder  that,  with  each  use,  we  learn  a new  tid- 
bit of  currency  history  besides  that  which  we  were  looking  for.

In  my  last  article,  I mentioned  that  USPS  Publ.  201  - Consumer’s  Guide  - had  not 
been  revised  since  March  1974.  I stand  corrected.  We  have  a newer  version  dated  June, 
1976,  but  it  still  leaves  an  awful  lot  of  questions  unanswered.

Here  is  the  answer  for  many  collectors  who  have  been  puzzled  by  ending  numbers  in 
currency  that  they  receive. 

On  page  14  of  the  March- April  1976  issue  of  the  R.P.  Chester  Clark  was  wondering  about 
three  $20.00  bills  he  received,  all  ending  in  "779"  I was  unable  to  determine  Mr.  Clark's 
address  to  send  him  the  answer.  I've  been  getting  such  pre-packaged  bills  from  the  N.B.  of 
Detroit  on  paydays  for  at  least  the  last  1 5 years.  It's  all  done  by  machine,  what  else? 

The  bank's  cash  service  department  makes  up  those  $25.00  envelopes  for  the  machines 
and  also  turns  out  packets  of  $50.00,  $100.00  for  teller's  use  in  branches  where  paychecks 
flood  in  on  payday  at  nearby  factories.  In  simplest  terms  here's  the  way  it  works.  New 
currency  from  the  Federal  Reserve  bank  is  printed  in  sequence  so  the  department  takes 
bills  in  proper  denominations  and  checks  to  make  sure  the  top  one  in  each  bundle  has 
the  same  last  three  digits,  say  230,  in  the  $25.00  envelopes  they  need  one  ten  and  three 
fives,  so  they  get  four  stacks  with  numbers  ending  in  230.  The  machine  flicks  one  bill 
from  each  stack  and  inserts  all  of  them  in  an  envelope  at  the  rate  of  25,000  per  day.  The 
serial  numbers  provide  a quick  control  check.  After  600  envelopes  the  numbers  should 
all  read  830,  if  they  don't  there  is  something  wrong.  For  members  in  small  towns  who 
do  not  have  machines  that  dispense  currency,  here  is  a brief  explanation.  They  are 
called  24  hour  banking  cards  where  one  can  insert  the  plastic  card  push  their  code  num- 
ber and  then  withdraw  currency  in  an  envelope  containing  $25.00
